Ho 
says Germany has a right to exclude an} 
product from her territory aud whether sho 
does it on account of the unnealthfulucss -of 
our moats or to protect her own product tho 
United States is tho Lost country ou earth 
•which should complain. Our great meat in- 
dustry, he says must bo cared for, as it, witlS 
kindred agricultural industries, fu.-iiishej 
nearly all our foreign trade, and they deserve 
all that congress can do for them. Tho bill 
reported by tho committee, he continues, 
docs not propose tho truo remedy, which is to 
remove, as far as possible, all restrictions 
from trade, and enlarge tho markets for ag- 
ricultural products all over tho world by lib- 
eral treaties and tariff laws. Mr. Vance ob- 
jects especially to tho last section of tho bill, 
which proposes to arm tho president, -while 
congress is in session, with tho saino arbi- 
trary power over commerce no\v exercised 
by a prime minister of' a federal European 
despotism, in order that, on equal terms, 
thoy may inflict mutual injuries upon their 
people until ono or tho other gives in. This 
section, ho thinks, ia in effect au abrogation 
of tho powers and duties of congress, and a 
delegation of them to the better judgment of

The bouse 
reconsidered tlio vote by which the bill creat- 
ing a board of supervisors of stato institu- 
tions was lost, and passed it. Tho following 
appropriation bills wore passed: To provide 
for publication ot the annual proceedings 
of tho Iowa Improved-Stock Breeders' asso- 
ciation, no sum specified; for the stato uni- 
versity of Iowa City. $04,500, and an annual 
appropriation in aid of tho income fund and 
for the development of tho institution, $3,1100 
per annum ; to promote the cheese aud dairy 
intoiosts of tho state, 81,000: for tho Collego 
tor tho Blind, SS,700; to rmploy nn export 
oculist for tho boncfit of inmates of tho Col- 
lege for tho Blind, 51,000; for tho relief of 
Mrs. Moddy, of Manic, whoso husbaud was 
killed by tho Clingan murderers, 52,000; for 
the Institution ot tho Deaf and Dumb at 
Council Bluffs, $00,100. Other appropria- 
tions will bo considered Tuesday, after which 
tbo woman-suffrage question will come up.

Aaoptiuc a gilding Scale. 


PITTSUUHH, March 25.—Tho Railroad Coal 


Trade's tribunal met again, and after a 
lengthy session adopted a sliding scolo of 
wages to govern tho railroad mines for the 
ensuing six months from April 1. The scale 
provides for tho payment of S cents per bushul 
for mining when coal is soiling at S5.75 per 
hundred-weight, 3% ivhen coal is soiling ut 
80.^5, and 3% with the soiling price _nt JO.T5. 
Tho selling price at present is $5.73, which 
will make tho mining rate 3 cents. 
Til is is 


y± cent lower than tho rato ruling tho past 
six months, and, while it is a virtual reduc- 
tion, tho men prefer steady work at that 
figure to lying idle. Tho tribunal also de- 
cided to enforce tho'chock-woighumn law and 
recommended the raiting o£ a fund for tbe 
purpose of enforcing a uniform rato through- 
out tho district. Tho action of the bonrd 
gives general satisfaction to all hands, 
ami is regarded as a satisfactory- basis for 
arranging prices both by tho employer and 
employed. Unfortunately arbitration docs 
not lls tho price o£ mining on tho river. The 
situation ill the river pits at present is far 
fi-om encouraging, and a strike is generally 
expected. Only ono mine is working at tho 
district price. 'The other pits are either idle 
or working at a reduction. In tho first pool 
U25 men at Walton's mines havo struck.
